For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  “I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,"  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
"Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery,"  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  ( Jalousie , a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson’s  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact — that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston’s  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
“Promenade” — soon  to  be  renamed  “Popu- 
lar,” and  later,  “Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  “to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall, 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra’s  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930— seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  "Fiedler  Era” — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra’s  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler’s  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ’serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971 , when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn's  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

Joe  Venuti  was  born  near  Lake  Como,  Italy,  in 
1894,  and  was  brought  up  by  his  grandfather 
while  his  father  sought  work  in  America,  By  the 
time  that  he  arrived  in  the  United  States  at  the 
age  of  twelve — landing,  appropriately  for  a 
future  jazzman,  at  New  Orleans — he  had 
already  studied  the  violin  for  five  years.  He 
matured  in  the  places  where  his  father,  a 
sculptor,  could  find  work  “doing  headstones 
and  mausoleums,"  first  in  New  York,  then  Phil- 
adelphia, Boston  and  Revere. 

His  first  professional  job  was  in  the  strings  of 
the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  for  one  season, 
followed  by  his  occupying  the  last  chair  in  the 
second  violin  section  of  the  Detroit  Symphony. 
Growing  impatient  with  the  life  of  an  orchestra 
musician,  and  convinced  that  his  ability  was 
the  equal  of  the  guest  soloists  (one  of  whom  he 
outplayed  in  rehearsal),  he  quit  and  went  to 
work  for  Jean  Goldkette's  band  at  Detroit's 
Greystone  Ballroom — instantly  quadrupling 
his  salary  and  becoming  one  of  the  few 
important  jazz  violinists. 

After  three  years  he  joined  Paul  Whiteman's 
Orchestra  in  New  York,  where  he  remained 
until  its  disbanding  in  1931  While  with  White- 
man,  he  and  guitarist  Eddie  Lang  made  a 
series  of  small-group  recordings  that  still  rank 
as  jazz  classics  (the  most  famous  probably 
being  "Body  and  Soul”).  When  the  Whiteman 
Orchestra  broke  up,  he  went  with  Whiteman's 
star  vocalist  Bing  Crosby  to  CBS,  playing  on 
the  latter’s  broadcasts  for  a quarter  of  a 
century. 


Today  a much-travelled  freelance,  Joe  Ven- 
uti continues  in  the  public  eye  at  jazz  festivals 
from  Newport  to  Nice,  club  dates  (a  recent 
engagement  on  Cape  Cod  with  pianist  Dave 
McKenna),  and  frequent  appearances  with 
orchestras  like  the  Baltimore  Symphony  and 
the  Boston  Pops.

Growing  up  in  the  Washington  area  (Meher- 
rin,  Va),  where  his  father  worked  for  the  fed- 
eral government,  Roy  Clark  took  to  music 
early.  “I  was  just  a kid  of  three  or  four  when  I 
discovered  Dad’s  banjo  and  I naturally 
assumed  it  was  a drum,  something  to  pound 
on,  which  is  exactly  what  I did,"  he  says.

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city’s  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  "I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,”  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
“Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr,  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact— that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade" — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar," and  later,  "Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  “to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  “to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall, 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra's  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  “Fiedler  Era” — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra's  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler’s  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  'serious'  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person’s  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971 , when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city’s  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  "I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,”  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
"Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  ( Jalousie , a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson’s  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact — that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini’s William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade” — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar,” and  later,  “Pops” — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  "to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed.  The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall , 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra's  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era— the  “Fiedler  Era" — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra’s  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler's  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ’serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971 , when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall's  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

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Ray  Bolger 

Raymond  Wallace  Bolger  was  born  in  Boston 
on  January  10,  1904.  During  his  boyhood  he 
sold  papers,  caddied,  delivered  coal  and 
groceries  and  had  no  dreams  whatsoever 
of  becoming  a dancer.  Then,  in  adolescence, 
he  learned  that  girls  like  to  dance.  For  weeks 
before  the  Dorchester  High  senior  prom  he 
doggedly  practiced  the  waltz,  getting  it  just 
right,  and  on  the  big  night,  no  matter  what  the 
band  played,  he  danced  the  waltz.  All  night 
long.  After  this  fiasco,  he  began  haunting  local 
dancing  schools. 

Soon  he  picked  up  a few  routines  from  an 
old  vaudevillian-turned-nightwatchman.  By 
now  employed  as  an  errand  boy  in  a large 
Boston  bank,  he  took  to  clacking  and  tapping 
through  the  bank's  august  corridors  ...  for 
which  he  got  the  old  heave-ho.  Next,  as  a 
bookkeeper  for  an  insurance  company,  he  did 
a dance  at  a company  outing,  wowing  the 
crowd  and  deciding  him  on  a professional 
career.  Fired  again  for  practicing  in  the  office, 
he  began  to  enter  amateur  contests  (fre- 
quently getting  “the  hook”)  and  became  so 
broke  that  he  had  to  practice  to  the  strains  of 
music  at  school  dances — from  outside  the 
building.  A local  ballet  master  saw  him  thus 
engaged  one  night  and  concluded  a deal 
whereby  Bolger  would  be  his  accountant  in 
return  for  ballet  lessons. 

In  1922,  after  two  years  of  intense  study, 
Bolger  landed  with  the  Bob  Ott  Musical  Com- 
edy Repertory  Company;  Ott  thought  he  had  a 
winning  personality  and  a face  that  would 
make  audiences  laugh.  Two  seasons  later 
Bolger  went  into  vaudeville  with  another  Ott 
alumnus  as  “Stanford  and  Bolger,  A Pair  of 


Nifties."  The  nifties  got  short-shriftie,  and  after 
various  catch-as-catch-can  dancing  chores, 
Bolger  got  his  first  notice  in  Broadway’s  1926 
Passing  Show,  when  the  late  John  Anderson 
wrote:  "A  very  large  pair  of  pants  came  out  on 
the  stage  and  did  some  of  the  most  fantastic 
gyrations  I've  ever  seen." 

An  important  event  in  Bolger's  life  was  his 
1929  marriage  to  Gwen  Rickard,  whom  he  met 
when  she  was  an  aspiring  songwriter  Mrs. 
Bolger  quickly  saw  her  husband's  potential  as 
an  entertainer  and  she  plunged  into  building 
his  career.  (Bolger  sometimes  says,  “Gwen 
does  everything  for  me  but  dance.")  Her 
ceaseless  efforts,  and  his  growing  comic 
assurance,  led  up  the  path  to  stardom  through 
Broadway’s  George  White's  Scandals  (1931), 
Life  Begins  at  8 40  (1934),  On  Your  Toes 
(1936),  Keep  Off  the  Grass  (1938),  By  Jupiter 
(1942),  Three  To  Make  Ready  (1946)  and,  of 
course,  Where's  Charley ? (1948),  in  which  he 
found  his  celebrated  theme  song,  "Once  In 
Love  With  Amy."  All  American  followed  in 
1961. 

His  films,  after  his  screen  debut  in  the  mid- 
30s  in  The  Great  Ziegfeld,  were  Sunny,  Four 
Jacks  and  A Jill,  The  Harvey  Girls,  Make  Mine 
Laughs,  Look  For  The  Silver  Lining  and 
Where’s  Charley?,  plus  the  role  he  is  still 
proudest  of:  The  Scarecrow  in  The  Wizard  of 
Oz. 

In  Las  Vegas  a few  years  ago  (1972)  a 
newspaper  writer  said,  “Bolger  claims  he  is 
68,  looks  38,  and  moves  like  he  is  28."  Bring  all 
the  arithmetic  up  to  date  by  four  years  and  the 
assessment  remains  accurate  . . . except  that 
Ray  Bolger  still  moves  like  28

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  “I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,”  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
“Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  ( Jalousie , a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years.

Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885— July 
11,  to  be  exact— that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade" — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar," and  later,  "Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  "to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed.  The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall , 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra's  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  "Fiedler  Era" — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra’s  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr  Fiedler's  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ‘serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person’s  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971,  when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London's  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

Judy  Collins 

She  initially  studied  classical  piano  with  Dr 
Antonia  Brico,  but  Judy  Collins  began  her 
professional  musical  career  as  a Colorado 
teenager  singing  folk  songs  in  Denver  and 
Central  City  clubs.  In  the  folk  revival  of  the  early 
'60s,  her  first  recordings  brought  her  national 
attention,  yet,  as  with  many  folk  artists  of  the 
period,  she  soon  began  to  range  further  and 
further  from  the  previously  accepted  limits  of 
the  field.  She  found  and  performed  songs  not 
easily  categorized — work  of  the  young  Bob 
Dylan,  of  the  Beatles,  of  Jacques  Brel,  and  of 
new  composers  who  would  only  later  emerge 
as  performers  in  their  own  right,  particularly 
Leonard  Cohen  and  Joni  Mitchell.  In  addition, 
she  began  to  sing  her  own  work  for  the  first 
time  By  the  mid-'60s  her  personal  interests 
had  gradually  broadened  beyond  the  music 
world:  she  spent  time  in  Mississippi  working  on 
the  registration  of  black  voters  and  henceforth 
donated  a healthy  portion  of  her  time  to  benefit 
concerts  for  political  candidates  she  sup- 
ported. In  1967,  as  the  Vietnam  conflict  moved 
towards  its  peak,  she  involved  herself  in 
Women  Strike  for  Peace.  And  all  the  while  her 
records  continued  to  find  wider  audiences. 
Over  the  last  decade  she  has  headed  further 
afield  as  an  artist;  she  has  played  Solveig  in 
the  New  York  Shakespeare  Festival’s  Central 
Park  production  of  Peer  Gynt,  and  an  article 
she  wrote  for  Ms.  magazine  about  her  former 
teacher  led  to  a full-length  documentary  film. 
Antonia  (which  she  co-directed  with  Jill  God- 
milow)  was  selected  by  Time  magazine  as  one 


of  the  ten  best  films  of  1 974  and  later  received 
an  Academy  Award  nomination  as  the  best 
documentary  of  the  year.  With  several  careers 
thus  staked  out,  Judy  Collins  continues  to  sing 
and  travel;  she  has  made  concert  appear- 
ances all  over  the  United  States,  in  Europe, 
Russia  and  Japan.  Of  her  fourteen  Elektra 
albums,  six  have  had  the  distinction  of  being 
certified  as  Gold  Records,  and  as  her  multi- 
faceted career  continues  to  unfold,  only  she 
can  predict  the  next  chapters.

Arthur  Fiedler 

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city’s  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  “I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,"  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
"Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery."  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885— July 
11,  to  be  exact— that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston’s  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade” — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar,” and  later,  “Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  "to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall , 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra’s  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  "Fiedler  Era” — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra's  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler’s  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ’serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971,  when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall's  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

Ella  Fitzgerald 

Ella  Fitzgerald  was  born  in  Newport  News,  Va., 
and  spent  the  better  part  of  her  early  years  in 
Yonkers,  N.Y.  The  first  hint  of  her  coming  suc- 
cess was  winning  an  amateur  night  contest  at 
the  Harlem  Opera  House  in  1934;  it  led  to  a 
week’s  engagement  at  the  Apollo  Theater  in  a 
show  that  also  included  Chick  Webb's  band. 
Webb  was  so  impressed  with  what  he  heard 
that  he  quickly  signed  her  as  his  vocalist,  and, 
more  remarkably,  he  and  his  wife  took  her  into 
their  home  to  groom  her  for  musical  stardom. 
With  the  Webb  band,  she  began  her  extraor- 
dinary recording  career;  in  1938,  she  had  her 
first  huge  hit  with  the  novelty  song  “A-tisket, 
A-tasket."  When  Webb  died  suddenly  in  1939, 
the  young  Ella  rescued  the  band  herself, 
leading  it  until  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II. 
From  1946  on,  she  was  a headliner  on  Norman 
Granz’s  annual  Jazz  At  The  Philharmonic  tours 
of  the  U.S.,  and  with  Granz  she  first  visited 
Europe  and  Japan.  In  the  Fifties  she  made  her 
first  film  appearance  (Pete  Kelly's  Blues, 
1955);  towards  the  end  of  the  decade  she 
made  yearly  European  tours  with  the  Oscar 
Peterson  Trio.  She  has  appeared  with  Duke 
Ellington,  Count  Basie,  Louis  Armstrong  and 
many  other  jazz  greats,  and  her  recordings  are 
in  many  cases  classics  of  the  jazz  idiom.  She 
has  won  the  Esquire  Gold  Award,  and  has 
frequently  been  elected  Female  Singer  of  the 
Year  in  the  Metronome,  Down  Beat  and  Play- 
boy polls.

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  "I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,"  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
"Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery."  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr  Dickson’s  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact— that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston’s  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade" — soon  to  be  renamed  “Popu- 
lar," and  later,  "Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  “to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall , 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra's  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  “Fiedler  Era" — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra’s  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler's  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ‘serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971,  when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London's  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

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Arthur  Fiedler 

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  "I  didn’t  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,"  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
“Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston’s  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact — that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini's William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade" — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar," and  later,  "Pops” — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  “to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted."  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  “to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall, 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra’s  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  "Fiedler  Era” — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra's  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler’s  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  'serious'  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971 , when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

Erich  Kunzel,  Music  Director  of  the  New  Haven 
Symphony  and  Music  Director  of  the  Cincin- 
nati Symphony  Orchestra's  Eight  O'Clock 
Series,  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1935 
After  studying  conducting  with  Pierre  Mon- 
teux,  he  made  his  professional  debut  with  the 
Santa  Fe  Opera.  He  did  his  graduate  work  at 
Harvard  University  and  in  1958  was  appointed 
to  the  music  faculty  of  Brown  University,  where 
he  completed  his  Master's  degree.

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  “I  didn't  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,”  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
“Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

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Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson's  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National

tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.

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The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885— July 
11,  to  be  exact— that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini’s William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
"Promenade” — soon  to  be  renamed  "Popu- 
lar,” and  later,  "Pops” — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted."  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  “to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed.  The 
concerts  of  1 900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall , 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra's  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930— seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era — the  "Fiedler  Era" — that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler's  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra’s  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler’s  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  'serious'  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person's  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971,  when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall's  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

Emanuel  Borok,  concertmaster  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  and  assistant  concertmaster 
of  the  Boston  Symphony,  was  born  in  Russia  in 
1944  He  received  his  early  musical  education 
at  the  Darzinja  Music  School  in  Riga.  In  1959 
he  went  to  Moscow  where  he  studied  at  the 
Gnessins  Music  School  and  later  the  Gnessins 
Institute,  and  played  with  the  Moscow 
Chamber  Orchestra  under  Rudolph  Barshai 
He  was  also  a prize  winner  of  two  violin  com- 
petitions In  1969  he  graduated  from  the  Insti- 
tute, and  joined  the  Orchestra  of  the  Bolshoi 
Theatre.  One  year  later  he  became  assistant 
concertmaster  of  the  Moscow  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  conducted  by  Kiril  Kondrashin.

Russia  in  order  to  immigrate  to  Israel,  where  he 
accepted  a position  as  concertmaster  of  the

He 
has  played  with  Benny  Goodman,  Eddie  Con- 
don, and  the  World's  Greatest  Jazz  Band, 
toured  with  the  Newport  Jazz  Festival  All- 
Stars,  and  was  for  many  years  a staff  musician 
with  NBC  in  New  York.  Today  he  lives  in  Ft. 
Lauderdale,  Florida,  and  makes  club  appear- 
ances from  Chicago  to  Washington,  D C.,  to 
Cape  Cod.  He  was  a close  friend  of  Bobby 
Hackett;  he  has  agreed  on  short  notice  to 
appear  as  soloist  at  Pops  in  his  place,  playing 
the  selections  that  Bobby  Hackett  had  himself 
chosen  for  the  occasion.  (Bobby  Hackett  died 
at  the  age  of  61  on  Monday,  June  7.)

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Arthur  Fiedler 

For  nearly  half  a 
century,  leading  the 
Boston  Pops  with  an 
entirely  original  blend 
of  warmth,  style, 
showmanship  and 
artistry,  Arthur  Fiedler 
has  helped  mold  the 
musical  tastes  of  mil- 
lions around  the 
globe.  In  so  doing  he 
has  become  this  city's  best-known  citizen. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  he 
inherited  a rich  family  background  of  Euro- 
pean musical  culture.  His  father,  the  Austrian- 
born  violinist  Emanuel  Fiedler,  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
his  mother,  a gifted  amateur  musician,  was  his 
first  piano  teacher.  "I  didn’t  like  music  more 
than  any  other  kid,"  remembers  Mr.  Fiedler. 
"Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.”  But 
practice  he  did,  and  his  mother  occasionally 
rewarded  his  progress  with  trips  to  one  of 
Boston's  famous  old  vaudeville  houses,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  kindle  his  ambition  to 
conduct.  They  may  have  also  have  played  a 
part  in  his  later  success  as  a showman. 

Young  Arthur  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince 
Grammar  School  and  at  Boston  Latin  until  his 
father  retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony, 
whereupon  the  family  returned  to  its  native 
Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  to  study 
violin,  piano  and  conducting.  At  the  outbreak 
of  World  War  I he  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 


1915  joined  the  Orchestra  as  a violinist  under 
Karl  Muck.  Nine  years  later  his  conducting 
ambitions  led  him  to  form  the  Boston  Sinfon- 
ietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  players.  He  combined  this 
activity  with  his  own  work  as  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  in  which  he  served  not  only 
as  a violinist  but  also  as  violist,  pianist,  organist 
and  percussionist. 

For  several  years  he  spearheaded  a cam- 
paign for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  In 
1929  his  efforts  bore  fruit,  establishing  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  that  have  taken  place 
every  summer  since  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  (The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
these  concerts  would  be  celebrated  with  the 
dedication  of  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.) 

In  the  spring  of  1930,  Mr.  Fiedler  was 
appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  in  which  capacity  he  has  now 
(1976)  served  for  two  seasons  more  than  all 
seventeen  of  his  predecessors  combined. 
Under  his  direction  the  Pops  has  made  the 
most  recordings  of  any  orchestra  in  the  world; 
one  famous  example  (Jalousie,  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade)  alone  has  sold 
more  than  a million  copies.  Today  the  total 
sales  of  Pops  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cas- 
settes have  risen  close  to  fifty  million. 

In  addition  to  his  Boston  Pops  activities,  Mr. 
Fiedler  has  been  closely  associated  with  the 
San  Francisco  Pops  Orchestra  during  the  past 
twenty-five  summers.  He  has  also  conducted 
a long  list  of  American  orchestras,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony,  as  well  as  orchestras  in 
South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and  Australia.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson, 
Assistant  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops, 
has  for  many  years 
had  a double  career  in 
music.  He  was  active 
both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  he 
joined  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  1938, 
when  Serge  Kousse- 
vitzky  was  conductor.  Mr.  Dickson’s  conduct- 
ing career  has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty- 
one  years  at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and 
with  Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the  Cam- 
bridge side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended 
the  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning  a 
scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  where  he  studied  for  two 
years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  has  been  a member  of  the  Boston 
Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta. 


He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Providence 
Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant  Con- 
ductor of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade 
Orchestras  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at 
the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  his  son-in-law. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anec- 
dotes about  musicians,  especially  conductors, 
and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining 
book  about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentle- 
men, More  Dolce,  Please  He  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  honor  of  Chevalier 
in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the 
French  Government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr.  Dickson  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinguished  contribution  to  the 
humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  In  May 
1973  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
of  music  from  the  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
One  of  Harry  Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is 
Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career  owes  a 
great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr. 
Dickson  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

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The  Boston  Pops 

It  was  on  a Saturday  evening  in  1885 — July 
11,  to  be  exact — that  Adolph  Neuendorff 
ascended  the  podium  of  Boston's  Old  Music 
Hall,  raised  his  baton,  and  signaled  the  musi- 
cians of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Ros- 
sini’s William  Tell  Overture.  At  that  moment  the 
“Promenade” — soon  to  be  renamed  “Popu- 
lar," and  later,  “Pops" — concerts  were  born, 
an  event  which  marked  the  realization  of  yet 
another  brainstorm  of  that  remarkable  nine- 
teenth-century Bostonian,  Major  Henry  Lee 
Higginson.  With  the  founding  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  Major  Higgin- 
son had  fulfilled  a long-cherished  ambition  to 
establish  in  his  home  town  a permanent 
orchestra,  whose  purpose,  he  wrote,  was  "to 
give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical 
music  as  were  wanted.”  Now  he  was  to  realize 
another  part  of  his  plan,  which  was  "to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  sum- 
mer, concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
idea  of  light  music  was  combined  with  that  of 
light  refreshments,  and  the  result  was  an 
attractive  mixture  which  quickly  became  a 
Boston  tradition.  The  series,  which  soon 
became  a springtime  event,  continued  to  be 
given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1 899,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed . The 
concerts  of  1900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall, 
and  in  1901,  following  completion  of  the 
Orchestra’s  permanent  home,  the  series  was 
moved  to  Symphony  Hall,  where  it  has  been 
given  ever  since. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors 
and  several  million  concertgoers  after  its 
debut  performance — the  Pops  began  its  sea- 
son under  the  command  of  a new  conductor,  a 
young  Boston-born  musician  who  would  initi- 
ate an  era— the  “Fiedler  Era”— that  has  had  no 


parallel  in  the  history  of  symphonic  ensem- 
bles. Arthur  Fiedler’s  imaginative  program- 
ming, his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and 
young  American  soloists,  his  showmanship 
and  his  revival  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days 
established  a tradition  that  has  made  the 
Boston  Pops  an  international  institution.  Radio 
broadcasts,  televised  concerts,  and  hundreds 
of  recordings  for  Polydor  and  RCA  have 
brought  the  Pops  into  living  rooms  all  over  the 
world.  The  Orchestra's  tours  in  this  country, 
together  with  Mr.  Fiedler's  personal  appear- 
ances in  virtually  every  part  of  the  globe,  have 
created  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of 
Boston.  Thousands  of  ‘serious’  music  lovers 
have  discovered  the  pleasures  of  jazz,  rock, 
soul  and  Broadway  show  tunes  by  means  of 
the  celebrated  Pops  symphonic  arrange- 
ments, while  many  a young  person’s  first 
experience  of  the  traditional  concert  repertory 
has  come  about  through  Pops  performances 
of  the  classical  masters.  All  in  all,  it  can  be 
argued  that  the  Boston  Pops  has  had  a greater 
effect  on  musical  listening  habits  than  any 
other  musical  institution. 

The  Orchestra  gave  its  first  performances 
outside  North  America  in  April  1971 , when  Mr. 
Fiedler  conducted  concerts  in  London’s  Royal 
Albert  Hall  and  in  Bonn’s  Beethovenhalle.  In 
1972  it  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  New  York 
City,  at  a special  concert  commemorating 
Carnegie  Hall’s  eightieth  anniversary,  and  in 
March  of  1974  Mr.  Fiedler  led  the  first  Midwest 
tour  of  the  regular  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The 
Orchestra  is  ninety-one  years  old  this  year,  the 
Boston  Symphony  ninety-five,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  is  eighty-one,  but  all  of  them  bear  their 
years  lightly.  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return 
each  year  to  Symphony  Hall.

E Power  Biggs  was  born  in  Westcliff,  England, 
and  educated  at  Hurstpierpoint  College  and 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  where  he  was 
Thomas  Threlfall  organ  scholar  and  winner  of 
the  Hubert  Kiver  prize  He  is  a recipient  of 
practically  every  honor  and  award  that  can  be 
bestowed  upon  an  organist;  he  holds  a citation 
for  services  to  American  music  from  the 
National  Association  of  American  Composers 
and  Conductors  and  is  a Fellow  of  the  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Along  with

Richard  Casper 

A graduate  of  the  University  of  Notre  Dame, 
Richard  Casper  came  to  the  Juilliard  School  as 
a scholarship  student  of  Beveridge  Webster, 
receiving  his  master's  degree  there  in  1958. 
Mr.  Casper's  earliest  musical  training  was  with 
Ethel  Glenn  Hier  and  his  chief  interest  then  was 
not  piano,  but  composition;  in  1947  he  played 
at  the  National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs 
Convention  in  Detroit  as  winner  of  the  compe- 
tition for  young  composers.  In  1962  he  made 
his  New  York  debut,  and  since  then  has  given 
annual  coast-to-coast  tours,  a Carnegie  Hall 
recital  and  a number  of  European  tours.  For- 
merly artist-in-residence  at  Elizabeth  Seton 
College  and  a member  of  the  summer  faculty 
at  Manhattanville  College,  Richard  Casper  is 
now  the  Director  of  the  Cape  Cod  Conserva- 
tory of  Music  and  Art. 


Jerome  D.  Cohen 

Jerome  D Cohen  has  been  Music  Director 
and  conductor  of  the  Cape  Cod  Symphony 
Orchestra  since  1970;  under  his  leadership 
the  group  has  become  one  of  the  nation's 
leading  community  orchestras  and  has  expe- 
rienced phenomenal  growth,  musically  and 
financially:  subscribers  have  tripled,  average 
attendance  at  concerts  has  more  than  dou- 
bled, and  contributed  income  is  almost  nine 
times  greater  than  when  he  took  over.  A native 
of  Spokane,  Washington,  Mr.  Cohen  began 
the  study  of  music  when  he  was  nine.  At  the 
age  of  twelve  he  joined  the  Portland  (Oregon) 
Junior  Symphony  as  its  youngest  member, 
and  made  his  conducting  debut  in  1 954,  when 
he  was  only  17.  Two  years  later  he  moved  to 
Boston,  where  he  attended  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  receiving  two  degrees 
from  that  institution;  his  chief  conducting 
teacher  was  Richard  Burgin,  Associate  Con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 
Other  teachers  have  included  Eleazar  deCar- 
valho,  Francis  Aranyi,  Richard  Lert  and  Pierre 
Monteux.  Since  1 966  Mr.  Cohen  has  served  as 
score  reader  for  the  televised  concerts  of  the 
Boston  Symphony.  Tonight  marks  his  fifth 
appearance  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.

Myron  Romanul,  born  in  Baltimore  in  1954, 
studied  piano  with  Leo  Litwin,  Theodore  Lett- 
vin,  and  more  recently  with  Adele  Marcus.

He  joined 
the  Boston  Symphony  in  1963  as  a violinist, 
and  after  his  first  year  was  appointed  to  his 
present  position.  He  has  been  a member  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players  since 
their  formation,  and  is  a member  of  the  facul- 
ties of  the  New  England  Conservatory  and  the 
Berkshire  Music  Center.

Arthur  Fiedler 


Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston’s  best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style,  and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall  itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not  only  on  the  musical  history7  of  this  city,  but 
also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions  throughout  the  world. 

Bom  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family 
background  of  European  musical  culture.  His  father.  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler, 
was  a first  violinist  with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur 
musician  who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston  Latin 
School  rmtil  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston  Symphony  and 
the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before  entering  the  Roybal  Academy  in  Berlin  as 
a student  of  violin,  piano  and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 
1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as  a violinist  under  Karl 
Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form,  nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sin- 
fonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of  Boston  Symphony7  members.  At  the  same 
time  he  continued  as  a member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola, 
piano,  celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long  planning 
and  financial  struggle,  Mr.  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the  free  outdoor  Esplanade 
Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River.  In  1930  Mr.  Fiedler  was  appointed 
the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the 
Orchestra  has  made  more  recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  The  total  sales  of 
albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far  from  50  million. 

In  December  1969  Mr.  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday7  by7  con- 
ducting a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony.  Governor 
Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  ‘Arthur  Fiedler  Day’  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoy7ment 
through  the  universal  language  of  music. 


The  Chorus 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  sponsored  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the 
Berkshire  Music  Center  and  Boston  University,  was  formed  in  1970.  John  Oliver, 
who  is  Director  of  Choral  and  Vocal  activities  for  Tanglewood,  a member  of  the 
faculty  of  MIT,  and  Director  of  the  MIT  Glee  Club  and  Choral  Society,  has  been 
Director  of  the  Festival  Chorus  since  its  inception.  Members  of  the  chorus,  who 
come  from  the  Greater  Boston  area,  rehearse  throughout  the  year.  The  Chorus  made 
its  debut  in  1970  at  Symphony  Hall  in  a performance  of  Beethoven’s  Ninth  Sym- 
phony conducted  by  Leonard  Bernstein.  Since  that  time  the  Chorus  has  appeared 
under  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  Principal  Guest  Conductor  Colin  Davis,  and  many 
guest  conductors  of  the  Orchestra.

Arthur  Fiedler 


Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston’s  best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style,  and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall  itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not  only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city,  but 
also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions  throughout  the  world. 

Bom  in  Boston  on  December  17,  1894,  Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family 
background  of  European  musical  culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler, 
was  a first  violinist  with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur 
musician  who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston  Latin 
School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston  Symphony  and 
the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur 
worked  in  the  publishing  business  before  entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as 
a student  of  violin,  piano  and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston,  and  in 
1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as  a violinist  under  Karl 
Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form,  nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sin- 
fonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same 
time  he  continued  as  a member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola, 
piano,  celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long  planning 
and  financial  struggle,  Mr.  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the  free  outdoor  Esplanade 
Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River.  In  1930  Mr.  Fiedler  was  appointed 
the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the 
Orchestra  has  made  more  recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  The  total  sales  of 
albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far  from  50  million. 

In  December  1969  Mr.  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy- fifth  birthday  by  con- 
ducting a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony.  Governor 
Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  ‘Arthur  Fiedler  Day’  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment 
through  the  universal  language  of  music.
